June 9, brought with
it fair weather and abundant quan-
tities of shrimp. More than 500
shrimp boats came out to work on
opening day.

“The catch has been varying be-
tween 100 to 200 pounds per hour
depending on where shrimpers are
working,” said Department of Ma-
rine Resources Shrimp and Crab Bu-
reau Director Mike Brainard. “The
sizes are good 36-40 and 41-50
count.”

The DMR’s marine fisheries staff com-
pleted an aerial survey of the shrimp boats
on opening day and observed adecreasein
the number of shrimp boats: 538 shrimp boats
this year compared to 1,067 shrimp boats
last year possibly dueto high fuel costsand
low shrimp prices. Themgjority of boatswere
congregated between Ship and Hornislands.

The total number of commercial shrimp
licenses sold thisyear was 814 consisting
of 600 resident and 214 non-resident and
201 recreational shrimp licensesweresold.

Prior to the season opening, the DMR’s
Marine Patrol issued two citations for
shrimping during closed season.

Marine Patrol officers
conducted patrols from 12 patrol boats
throughout the Mississippi Sound. Marine
Patrol made three arrests and responded to
two boat sinkings—none resulting in death

orinjury.

DMR sets the pace in responding to oceans report

On April 20—the same day the Prelimi-
nary Report on the oceanswasrel eased by
the U.S. Commission on Ocean Policy—
Mississippi Department of Marine Re-
sources Executive Director Dr. William
Walker asked Dr. Vernon Asper, Professor
of Marine Scienceat the University of South-
ern Mississippi and a member of
Mississippi’s Commission on Marine Re-
sources, to chair Mississippi’s preliminary
report review committee.

“We brought together the top environ-
mental expertsin our state on oceanspolicy
and coastal resources management to thor-
oughly review and comment on the
Commission’s Preliminary Report,” DMR
ExecutiveDirector WilliamWalker said. “The
Department of Marine Resources assembled
these findingsand provided areport to Gov.

Haley Barbour so that he could respond to
the Ocean Commission.”

The overall theme of the Ocean
Commission’s Preliminary Report is eco-
system-based management. According to
the report, a new national ocean policy
framework must be established to improve
federal leadership and coordination to en-
able agencies to address the ocean, land
and air as one interconnected system.

Gov. Barbour named the Mississippi De-
partment of Marine Resources as lead
agency to review the Preliminary Report.
During the review committee’s first meet-
ing, held April 27 at the Department of Ma-
rine Resourcesin Biloxi, committee members
were assigned sections of the report to re-
view and comment on. The committee con-
sisted of more than 20 stakeholders, repre-

senting Mississippi’s academic, military,
nonprofit environmental, and state and fed-
eral government sectors.

The Ocean Commission’s more than 500
page Preliminary Report has been made
available for review and comment by the
nation’s governors and interested stake-
holders. The comment period ranfrom April
21, 2004 through June 4, 2004. Onceall com-
ments are considered, the Ocean Commis-
sion will prepare and deliver itsfinal report
and recommendationson acoordinated and
comprehensive national ocean policy tothe
President and Congress.

Mississippi Department of Marine Resources
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Oyster bed to improve water quality and fish habitat

The DMR recently com-
pleted construction on an oys-
ter bed in St. Louis Bay near
Mallini Bayou, to demonstrate
the oyster’ s ability toimprove
water quality and create essen-
tial fish habitat.

About 900 cubic yards of
cultch material (oyster shells)
was planted and about 50 cu-
bic yards of live oysters was
transferredtothesiteto spawn
and create oyster spat (larvae)
that will settle for future
growth of the reef.

The joint research project
was funded through a grant
from the Gulf of Mexico Foun-
dation. A similar project was
fundedin Biloxi’ sBack Bay by
the Fish America Foundation
for the “Creation of Oyster

Reefs to Improve Coastal Water Quality &

The DMR will monitor thereefsusing side-
scan sonar, square meter diving and hook
and line surveysto measure the success of
thereefs.

The DMR distributed about 11,000 cu-
bicyardsof cultch material (oyster shells)
on two sites near the Henderson Point
andthe Telegraph reef areas south of Pass
Christianin May. The siteswere selected
after gathering input from oyster harvest-
ers in addition to on-site investigations
of bottom types and other environmental
factors.

The National Fish and Wildlife Foun-
dation awarded the DMR a grant for
$89,000 from the Shell Marine Habitat Pro-
gram in support of the DMR’s “Missis-
sippi Sound Oyster Habitat Enhance-
ment” project. The Shell Marine Habitat
Program is a specia program of the Na-
tional Fish and Wildlife Foundation cre-
ated in partnership with the Shell Oil Com-
pany Foundation. These funds will help
enhance approximately 120 acres of Mis-
sissippi oyster habitat through cultch
plants and will help the DMR increase
the effectivenessof collected shell reten-
tion fees collected from oyster harvest-
ers and processors. The shell retention

feecollection processgeneratesfundsfor
shell planting and reef revitalization as
mandated by state statute.

“With the completion of these shell
plants, the DMR has created or enhanced
more than 1,000 acres of oyster habitat in
Mississippi since 1997,” said Scott Gor-
don, DMR Shellfish Bureau Director.
“Cultch plants are one of the best meth-
odswe have of helping to ensure the con-
tinued success of the oyster fishery.”

Cultch plants consist of spreading oys-
ter shell, unwashed limestone or concrete
rubble over the water bottom, giving oys-
ter larvae a clean surface on which to at-
tach and grow. These plants are intended
to enhance oyster productivity and in-
creasefishing opportunitiesin southMis-
sissippi through the continued develop-
ment of existing reefs and the creation of
additional new reefs. This project was
funded in part by the Shell Marine Habi-
tat Program and by the Mississippi Shell
Retention Fee Program.

Mississippi Department of Marine Resources
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First annual Trash Splash...a

TheMississippi Department of Transpor-
tation (MDOT) teamed up with the DMR,
Keep Mississippi Beautiful (KMB) and
Keep Harrison County Beautiful to host the
First Annual Trash Splash on Friday, May
21 and Saturday, May 22. The purpose of
the event was to clean up the shoreline
along Biloxi’s Back Bay and to educate
people on the effect litter thrown on our
highways has on our waterways. Trash
Splash is part of Keep America Beautiful’s
Great American Cleanup.

On Friday, 225 MDOT employee volun-
teersand the Harrison County Sand Beach
Department collected 457 bags of trash to-
taling 1,632 pounds from Coast highways.

“It’ simportant that we (MDOT) serve as
an example in cleaning up our highways,”
Transportation Commissioner Wayne
Brown said. “I’m proud of all the employ-
eeswho volunteered their timefor thisvital
effort.”

On Saturday, the public was invited to
volunteer and help clean up the shoreline at
Forrest Avenue Pier and Boat Launch,
Keegan Bayou (under 1-110 Bridge), Foun-
tain Pier,and D’ Iberville Boat Launch. Sixty-
five volunteers collected 102 bags of trash
totaling 1,730 pounds, including 200 pounds
of large, unbaggable debris.

Involvement in Trash
Splash and other anti-litter events, teaches
children and families how trash travels and
that individual actions can make a
difference.”
